MARION ISLAND: Holland's DXPress reports receiving a let- 
ter from the director-general of S. Africa's Dept. of Trans- 
port saying "I have to inform you that there is no amateur 
radio on Marion Island and that there is none included in the 
relief team going there in 1985. Prince Edward Island is unin— 
habited and therefore there will be no amateur radio opera 
tor (sic) either. 


Our source in S. Africa reports that the previously men- 

ned possible operator flunked the examination, which in 
part determines whether or not an individual has the mental 
‘attitude necessary for spending many months on a deserted, 
isolated island. Apparently ZR6AQJ did not. 


MOZAMBIQUE: AB4Y continues operating from the embassy 
as C9O0A, and awaits written permission; the local government 
officials are talking but not signing anything yet. On the 
other hand, SMODQE/C9 has no permission, verbal or other— 
wise. A little "push" is needed for C90A to be official, a 
push which could come from U.S. government officials or 
elsewhere, It remains to be seen whether the official permis 
sion, when it comes, will be retroactive to the first day of 
C90A's operation a couple of months ago. 


PRIBILOFS: ARRL's DXCC "white paper" (TDXB 274) has 
been distributed to directors, DXAC members, and sent to 
the Alaska DX Association; the ADXA's opinion is that the 
paper, at first glance, is "impressive," but that on close read— 
ing turns out to be more in tune with decisions made in the 
70's (per current countries criteria) than with 50's and 60's 
decisions. 


The ADXA feels their submission to ARRL for Pribilof 
Islands DXCC status was clearer and more to the point, and 
they have not yet given up hope of having their point of 
view prevail. 


BOTSWANA A22ME and A22TE finished their operating Feb 
30; both are Americans. The dust is slowly settling after the 
furor created when a couple of S. Africans operated from 
A22 last Fall. AK1E, QSL manager for a number of Botswana 

yerators (including A22ME and TE) reports that a number of 
new licensees will be on the air soon. Mel, A22ME, who was 
an engineer at a Voice of America transmitter site, apparent— 
ly did a lot to encourage new amateurs.

According to the W5YI Report, a "day-long amateur radio 
industry meeting addressing the decrease in new amateurs 
and upgrades...and the needs of industry" was held Jan 31 in 
Miami. Of particular significance was a decision by the 
dealers to ask ARRL for two "Board of Director at Large" 
seats, the intention being to increase industry's ties with the 
League, which is the only official amateur radio lobbyist in 
Washington. 


Another bone of contention among the dealers was the 
long-standing ARRL policy of its board members being re- 
quired to have no pecuniary interest in amateur radio; what 
this has always resulted in has been that directors have no 
monetary stake in the hobby. This inevitably results in de- 
cisions being made with little thought given to the business 
side of amateur radio. The feeling reported at the meeting 
was if dealerships go "down the tubes," so does amateur 
radio. 


DICK PITZERUSE, K2NY, died Feb 7 at age 44. He was for- 
merly K2KTK, an active DXer (Honor Roll) and contester, 
and a member of the DX Advisory Committee. He was best 
known for his many years of service to the ARRL National 
Traffic System. 


An ARRL special bulletin Feb 22 reported that in response 
to their petition, FCC has issued an order lifting the mora— 
torium on new repeaters. The order states that FCC will "in- 
stead seek permanent solutions to repeater problems in this 
proceeding." 


HEARD ISLAND: Jim Smith, P29JS/VK9NS has published a 
50-page report on the 1983 Heard Island expedition. It is very 
professionally done and, while stressing the amateur radio 
aspect of the trip, also reports on the scientific research 
conducted, an assessment of the condition of buildings on 
Heard, on weather, etc. 


Also included is a list of amateurs who contributed to the 
expedition. Smith reports that his Heard Island DX Associa— 
tion has settled all outstanding bills but that more contribu- 
tions could be used to cover the consider expenses incurred 
by Smith and his wife.

"| made the motion, relative to the District of Columbia, 
before the (ARRL) Board because | sincerely believed that it 
was a situation which should have been cleared up a long 
time ago. At the outset I checked with Senator Goldwater's 
office (and Perry Williams) but the person in the Senator's 
office was an attorney who handles resolutions for the sena- 
tor but is NOT an amateur. Perry (ARRL Washington 
liaison-ed) is not an attorney, as you know. 


"The League created the boundaries of the 74 sections 
throughout the nation to be used in its various, field activi- 
ties such as Field Day, Sweepstakes, etc. 


“The USA set the boundaries of the States, Territories, 
and the District of Comumbia by its body politic. 


“Accordingly, it appears reasonable and good common 
sense that when other state boundaries are being used in a 
contst and those boundaries are or have been set by this na— 
tion we should also use the boundaries of the District of 
Columbia. We should not use sections manufactured by the 
League. The proponents operate and live in and within the 
boundaries of the District. Why should they not state that 
that is where they are located? 


"Thus, when this matter is viewed objectively, it actually 
did not have to go before the Contest Advisory Committee. 
It was a purely geographic decision which the Board could 
make if its attention was drawn to it. The two contests in- 
volved are League contests and the Board has the preroga- 
tive to modify the rules thereof if it so desires. However, 
when several people wanted to bring the question before the 
CAC, rather than become involved in an argument, 1 bowed 
to them. Now the CAC has (had) its feathers ruffled, and it 
should not feel that way. 


"If Sen. Goldwater thought it was a good idea, fine! There 
was NO trade-off, no congressional staff member who is a 
ham (as TDXB claimed-ed). Furthermore, there are more 
stations in the Districe of Columbia which are active than 
the Capitol Hill Amateur Radio Society."

THE EDITOR REPLIES: This Board decision breaks a 50-year 
tradi 


In the past, ARRL "internal" contests (U.S. only) have used 
ARRL sections as multipliers, while "external" (international) 
contests have used states. 


The main reason for making only states multipliers in, say, 
the ARRL International DX Competition, was not to confuse 
foreign amateurs; the multipliers coincided with the major 
operating award, Worked All States. 


In the domestic contests, using sections as multipliers gave 
ARRL members a sense of belonging to the field organization 
and served to educate both members and non-members about 
the structure of the ARRL's organization, It also provided 
for more localized competition in states with large amateur 
populations. 


From an operating standpoint, a domestic contest can be 
completely different in, say, North and South Texas, Section 
competition recognized this difference. 


The Contest Advisory Committee had, in the past, rejected 
the District of Columbia as a contest multiplier for just these 
reasons. D.C. is neither an ARRL field organization section 
nor a state. 


In light of the Board order, to be consistent, The Worked 
All States award should now require 51 entities: the states 
plus D.C. And in domestic contests, D.C. should be added as 
a separate multiplier. 


Whether or not the support of PRB-1 by Sen. Goldwater 
was a critical factor in its approval is not in question here. 
What is at stake is the democratic foundation on which the 
ARRL claims to operate. 


The advisory committees were formed almost fifteen years 
ago in response to complaints that ARRL was often acting in 
an autocratic manner. Actions by ARRL officials and staff in 
opposition to advisory committee recommendations threaten 
to revive these complaints and result in further erosion of 
membership support of ARRL.

We heard from someone who re- 
versed the usual procedure, first working a new one on 1.8 
MHz and then talking him into going down to 80 for another 
new one.
